W ashington, June 30.— Members 
of the senate farm bloc will “ carry 
on” with their fight for farm relief 
hack home now that congress has 
failed to give them the legislation 
they desired. 
Farm er senators made known to­ 
day that they will take the issue be­ 
fore the voters this fall and will re­ 
vive their Haugen equalization fee 
bill at. the December session. 
Three weeks’ w rangling in 
the 
senate over farm relief came to an 
end with a tumultuous IO hour ses­ 
sion yesterday, featured by the over­ 
whelming defeat of the Coolidge en­ 
dorsed Fess farm loan hill and all 
other farm hills except a co-operative 
measure which was passed without a 
roll call just before adjournment at 
9:30 P. M. 
The co-operative bill, which sets 
up a division in the department of 
agriculture “ to promote co-operative 
m arketing,” has passed the 
house. 
It represents the sum total of what 
the farmer has received from 
the 
present session. Adjournment of con­ 
gress is now set for Saturday night. 
The overwhelming defeat of the 
Fess bill, which had been repudiated 
by farmer .senators as a “ worthless 
m akeshift,” was brought about when 
republican senators in an amazing 
stampede deserted the Coolidge stan­ 
d a r d . 
The rout was unexpected as 
advance polls had showed a 
close 
vote. 
The measure went down to 
defeat, 54 to 26. 
The bill proposed to appropriate 
$100,000,000 for loans to co-opera­ 
tive farm organizations. 
Following defeat of the Fess bill. 
the senate remained in continuous 
session until all other farm bills had 
been disposed of. 
After 'the co-opi 
erative bill was passed the Dill radio 
commission measure was made 
the 
business for today and the 
senate 
adjourned. 
A fierce fight on the Fess 
farm 
loan bill began in the senate as soon 
as it was offered by Senator Fess, 
republican, Ohio. 
The farm bloc, 
led by Senator Johnson, republican, 
California, and George W. Norris, re­ 
publican, Nebraska, led the attack. 
Senator Wheeler, democrat, Mon­ 
tana, 
openly 
charged 
Secretaries 
Hoover and Jardine had joined in a 
conspiracy to support the measure as 
part of a scheme to benefit Chicago 
interests that desired to dispose of a 
lot of “ worthless grain elevators.” 
W heeler said the 
Rosenbaum 
and 
Armour interests that backed the old 
Grain Marketing Company would be 
enabled by the bill to sell the ele­ 
vators 
to 
“co-operatives” 
which 
would borrow' from the $100,000,000 
fund. 
Following defeat of the Fess bill, 
the senate defeated an amendment of 
Senator Howell, republican, Nebras­ 
ka, to apply the Haugen equalization 
fee to wheat. 
The vote was 22 to 
55. 
The senate then defeated the Rob­ 
inson 
farmers 
export 
corporation 
plan, 51 to 26. 
Senator Robinson, democrat, 
Ar­ 
kansas, withdrew his tariff reduction 
amendment after Senators Curtis, re­ 
publican, 
Kansas, 
succeeded 
i n 
changing it into a “ protectionist” 
measure. 
Senator Reed, democrat, 
Missouri, also tacked on an amend­ 
ment making the use of 
“ political 
influences” upon members of the ta r­ 
iff commission a felony 
punishable 
by fine of $10,000 or one 
year 
in 
prison. 
Consideration of this amendment 
caused a tumult. 
Senator 
Norris 
was defeated on a motion for a re­ 
cess by a vote of 16 to 60. 
Senator Reed precipitated another 
outburst by moving to take up the 
rivers and harbors bill 
but 
with­ 
drew his motion later. 
The senate then successively voted 
down three bills to 
lower 
freight 
rates. 
The bills were offered 
by 
Senators Mayfield, democrat, Texas. 
Harris, democrat. Georgia, and How­ 
ell, republican. Nebraska. 
Finally Senator Neely asked that 
debate be limited to one m inute and 
this caused an immediate affirmative 
vote on the co-operative bill, the last 
farm bill on the list.

CALIFORNIA TREMORS BELIEVED 
NOT CONNECTED WITH 
MEDITERRANEAN 
Washington, June 30.— (UP) — 
Science can give no explanation for 
the unusual number of earthquakes 
felt recently in various parts of the 
world, according to Father Francis 
A. Tondorf, head of the seismologic­ 
al department of Georgetown Univer­ 
sity. 
Seven quakes have been recorded 
in the last 60 hours, three of them 
yesterday within 12 hours, 
Father 
Tondorf said. 
“ No reason can be given to show 
w'hy so many earthquakes have oc­ 
curred just at this time,” he declar­ 
ed. 
“In fact they are usually of 
less frequent occurrence In the sum­ 
mer months than at any other per­ 
iod.” 
Science establishes no connection 
between the quakes In California and 
those in the Mediterranean. 
Only 
coincidence can explaiji their,appear­ 
ance so close together*jn time. F ath ­ 
er Tondorf said.
